NEW YORK, Nov. 15.—Preparatory tc

Frank J. Gould is negotiating with the 
Missouri Pacific for the sale to that 
railroad of his entire holdings in Inter- 
national & Great Northern, and it is 
probable that the deal will be carried 
out within the next six weeks.

Change in Plans, It Is As- 
serted, Would Be Likely to 
Involve City in Years of 


Litigation and Cause Op- 
position of East St. Louis. 


Discussing the resolution of the Repub- 
lican City Committee advocating thé re- 
real of the Keber free bridge approach 
ordinance, City Counselor Walther and 
President Reber of the Board of Public 
Improvements said Hriday that the ordi- 
nance already had been executed to the 


extent of purchasing lands to the value 
of $200,000 and entering into contracts 
which cannot be rescinded. 

Under this ordinance the city has ac- 


quired title to every foot of land needed } 


for the east side approach, with the ex- 
ception of one small tract. The ordi- 
nance was passed in September, 1910, 
and the bridge would now be practically 
complete and ready for use if the neces- 
sary funds had been provided. The ordi- 
nancé directed the Board of Public Im- 
provements to build the approach on 
the so-called Reber-Associated Retailers 
site; and for two years the board has 
been working to carry out the directions 
of the Assembly. 
‘Obstacle to Completion. 

The big abstacle in the way of the 
completion of the bridge is lack of 
$2,750,000 to: build the. east and west ap- 
proaches and pay consequential damages 
to property owners. Three times’ the 
voters have been asked to authorize the 
issuance of bonds to complete the bridge 
and each time the bonds failed. The 
bond issue was first submitted to the 
voters Nov. 77 1911, receiving 31,620 af- 
firmative votes and 20,823 negative votes; 
again it was submitted Aug. 3, 1912, re-

Decision by the Courts. | 

The courts have held that a bridge 
approach must come to the ground with- 
in a reasonable distance from the super- 
structure.

Investigation Was Made. 

This ‘investigation’ was made at the 
suggestion of the present Municipal As- 
sembly. The Reber approach bill was 
passed by the preceding Assembly. 
There had been some suggestion of im- 
proper influences having been brought 
to bear upon city authorities in favor 
of the Reber approach. The Engineers’ 
Club not only investigated the engit- 
eering features of the Reber approach, 
but also the rumors of improper influ- 
ences.

This report satisfied the Municipal As- 
sembly, which proceeded to pass a Dill 
ordering a special Bfectf for the sub- 
mission of a bridge bond proposition 
to the people for approy'l.

the Board of Public Improvements that 
the superstructure of the free bridge 
as it now stands completed, ready for 
the approaches, is the cheapest and best 
bridge ever built. He attributes this to 
the good fortune of St. Louis in getting 
low bids from responsible contractors 
by being able to pay cash on itg con- 
tracts, and to the further fact that the 
steel was purchased at much lower 
prices than prevail today. At the pres- 
ent price of steel, he says, the bridge 
would cost $400,000 more than the city 
paid for it. 

The bridge question as it stands today 
is this: The bridge cannot be completed 
for less than $2,750,000 in addition to the 
$3,500,000 originally authorized in June, 
1906, and seemingly the only practical 
method of raising this money‘is by a 
bond issue; the Reber approach Dill 
cannot ,be repealed without resulting in 
great loss to the city and great delay in 
the completion of the bridge, and an at- 
tempt to build the approach on any 
other site would result in innumerable 
suits and might involve the city in 
litigation which could not be settled 
within less than five to eight years. 

East St. Louis is friendly to the

POSTALS TO OFFENDERS 
1300 Members of Smoke Abate- 


ment Organization to Watch 
Neighbors’ Chimneys. 
/ 





4 . 
A campaign against residence smoke 
has been started by the Women’s Or- 
ganization for Smoke Abatement. The 
1300 members of the organization, scat- 
tered all over the city and suburbs, 
are keeping tab on their neighbors’ 
chimneys. They have been admonished 
go. to do by circular letters sent out 
by the Board of Directors, inclosing 
“smoke postals,” on which they are ex- 
pected to send in reports of smoking 
chimneys. 

The smoke postal reports are to be 
made the basis of an educational cam- 
paign in the interest of a smokeless 
city. Circular letters are to be sent 
to those whose chimneys offend. The 
letters, with feminine tact, will not call 
attention to the misbehavior of the re- 
cipients’ chimneys, but will dwell upon 
the smcke evil-in general. 

By calling attention to the general 
smoke nuisance and stimulating in- 
terest in its abatement, it is hoped 
to induce attention to individual 
heating. plants and the 0bringing 
about of smoke reform at home. 

Mrs. Kroeger Leads Campaign. 

Mrs. Ernest Kroeger, president of 
the organjzation, is confident that the 
campaign of education will result in 
gradual abatement of the nuisance 
through the installation of consum- 
ers and the use of smokeless fuel. 

The argument is made that while 
smokeless fuel costs more. the heat 
units are so much greater as ‘to jus- 
tify the aditional expenditure. In re- 
sponse to the demand for consumers 
suitable for dwellings several devices 
are being worked on under the en- 
couragement of & committee of the 
organization and it is expected that 
before long there will be no lack of 
such devices, 

With factory smoke measurably done 
away with, the worst smoke offenders 
now are the locomotives. Chief Smole 
Inspector Hoffman and the Board of 
Pyblic Improvements is working along 
this iine. Consumers are being ‘n- 
stalled and where the engineers and 
firemen are careful the results are sat- 
isfactory. 

The manufacturers, Mrs. Kroeger 
says, have complied with the smole 
abatement law more readily than any 
other class. Most of them were cordial 
from the first, and the hostility of ti.e 
few has abated. Nearly all of them 
have complied with the law. In 12 
months 8800 consumers were installed. 

When necessary, manufacturers are 
prosecuted, but there is no intention of 
prosecuting householders.

Sentiment Is Growing, 

“Public sentiment is growing all the 
time,”” said Mrs. Kroeger. ‘‘The situa- 
tion is greatly improved and we are 
much wencouraged. Manyfacturers are 
cordial and helpful. The campaign of 
education will be carried on persist- 
ently. We ure confident that there wi!l 
soon be sufficient sentiment to brin: 
about a very considerable abatement of 
residence smoke."’ 

Women in the neighborhood of the 
Des Peres school, Michigan and Iron 
avenues, will seek the aid of the or- 
ganization itn stopping the distribution 
of smoke and soot from the schow 
bulldine chimney. The women say it is 
impossible to keep their homes clean. 
They intend to meet to oxpress thei: 
indignation and make an effort to get 
the school board to abate the law 
violation.

The Ladies’ Confederate Monument 
Association succeéded in keeping scenes 
of battle out of the designs for its 
$20,000 memorial, to be placed in For- 
est Park. But it could not repress the 
warlike spirits in the breasts of the 
winning aculptor, George Julian Zolnay 
and his competitor, Frederick W. Ruck- 
stuhl of Néw York. 

Savage guerilla warfare, on paper, be- 


tween the two artists, preceded the fan- 


nouncement of the award. Some of the 
verbal volleys of grapeshot and can- 
ister fired by Ruckstuhl in his attack 
were “‘absurd theatrical stunts,” ‘‘con- 
trary to plain instructions,” and 
“should be eliminated.”’ 

Zolnay hurled back shrapnel phrases 
like “unethical and infamous,’ “beneath 
contempt,’’ and “insult to humanity.” 

Victory perched on Zolnay’s banner 
Thursday afternoon when, as announced 


in late editions of the Post-Dispatch, f 


his design was declared the winner. 
Robert P. Bringhurst of St. Louis, the 
third eompetitor, had been a non-com- 
battant in the battle of typewritten in- 
vective. His sympathies appear to be 
with the vanquished New Yorker. 
Military Spirit Kept Opt. 
Ruckstuhl’s attack on Zolnay came 
after the three designs were placed on 
display, a week ago, in the art room 
of the Central Public Library. The 
women in charge of the matter had in- 
structed the sculptors that the designs 
must be kept free from battle scones 


land that not even a figure of a Con- 


federate soldier could be introduced. 

They did not’ want a conventional 
‘“‘soldier’'s monument,” of the sort which 
an be seen at nearly evefy county 
seat, both in the South and in the 
North. Also, they said they wished to 
avoid any possibility of arousing antag- 
onism. 

How to typify the Southern Confeder- 
aey, which was a fighting institution, 
without showing a fight or a fighter, 
was a puzzle to the sculptors. Ruck- 
stuhl and Bringhurst solved the prob- 
lem by making all their figures al- 
legorical. 

Winning Design. 

Zolnay used one allegorical figure, 
representing the Spirit of the South, 
and then showed, in high relief, a 
Southern family animated by that epir- 
it, and about to send their only adult 
male forth to battle.\ The man, a po- 
tential soldier, still of civilian, was sur- 
rounded by his wife (or sweetheart— 
take your choice), his mother and a 


little child, his son or (take your choice’ 


egain) his ‘kid brother” or nephew. 
All were urging him on to fight for the 
South. ¥ 


When Ruckstuhl saw how near Zol- | 


nay had come to putting a soldier into 
his design, he wrote to Mrs. A. E. 
Morgan, secretary of the monument 
association. He declared Zolnay had 
violated the conditions of the contest 
and demanded that the Zolnay design 
be eliminated. He said such a memorial 
would be sure to arouse all. sorts of 
antagonism. 

Zolnay, when he learned of his rival’s 
action, wrote Mrs. Morgan a letter, in 
which he said his design was_the best 
thing he had ever done, and the best 
he ever would do. He called Ruck- 
stuhl’s letter a “contemptible proced- 
ure,”” and said he would leave it to the 
women to decide whether his design 
had not fulfilled their conditions. ‘ 

“While your instructions eliminated 
an actual soldier,’”’ he wrote, “they con- | 
tained nothing prohibiting martial char- 
acter, such as every monument to the 
heroes of the Civil War must bear.” 

In talking of the matter after the 
award, Zolnay said: “Mr. Ruckstuhil’s 
design was suitable for a wedding cake. 
Tts allegorical figures might have typified 
anything. The design was beneath con- 
tempt. Mr. Bringhurst’s design was 
much better, but was too conventional, 
and had no especial relation to the 
theme." 

Bringhurst’s comment was, “It seems 
that the ladies didn’t know what they 
wanted, and that Mr. Zolnay did know. 
I understood the instructions very much 
as Mr. Ruckstuhl did.’’ 

Mrs. Morgan and Mrs. H. N. Spencer, 
president of the association, said the 
announcement of the award ended the 
matter, so far as the organization was 
concerned.

Crunden-Martin Woodenware Co., ap- 
peared as the champion of woman’s 
ability to drive a bargain and stoutly 
maintained the man of moderate sal- 
ary showed good judgment when he 
weekly turned over his earningg tohis 
wife to spend. 

One observing member of the club 
when it came his turn to speak, 
pointed Sut that all the married men 
present appeared to share Norvyell’s 
view while the single men enrolled 
themselves with Crunden. 

Norvell declared that 80 per cent of 
the money spent by the ultimate con- 
sumer was expended by women.

‘The woman of means and wealth, he 
said, never’ even took the trouble to 
“cobb ——2— — what she was buying or 
what it was worth, but merely used the 
telephone to order what she desired 
and left it to the merchant to see thai 
she was not cheated. Dress alone, he 
maintained, was the only purchase that 
obtained her serious attention. 

“Put a woman on an allowance,’’ he 
said, “and immediately the food supply 
is cut down and the number of my lady’s 
dresses increases. The home gives way 
to the apartment house because it is 
cheaper and there is more money with 
which to treat Dame Fashion.”

When returning from 
Europe in September young Astor de- 
tlared he would not return to school, 
but would devote his time to the man 
agement of his father’s estate. His 
mother, Mrs. Ava Willing Astor, the di- 
vorced wife of his father, and his si-- 
ter, Muriel Astor, live in England. Vin- 
cent vigorously denied a rumor that he 
also would. live in England, saying 
America was good enough for him. 

A son was born Aug. U to ,the ‘young 
widow of John Jacob Astor and he came 
into $3,000,000 at his birth.

That is to say, the shifting back to ‘Democ- 
racy is regarded as a commonplace, as inevitable 
a: the swinging back of the pendulum, and looked 
upon with complacency rather than surprise, 
Nope or great expectation. 

It is true that so far as the experience and 
memory of most people go “Democrats are no 
Letter than Republicans.” The only Democratic 
administration with which the present generation 
has come in contact was Cleveland’s. His re- 
forms left matters very little better than they 
had been under Harrison, or under Arthur and 
Garfield, Hayes, Grant and Johnson. Virtually 
the same great tariff problem which confronts 
Wilson’s administration confronted Cleveland in 
1893. In his message to Congress in December of 
that year he declared: 

“After a hard struggle, tariff reform is di- 
rectly before us. Nothing so important claims 
our attention, and pothing so clearly presents 
itself as both an opportunity and a duty—an 
opportunity to deserve the gratitude of our 
fellow citizens; and a duty imposed upon us 

“by.our oft-repeated professions and by the 
emphatic mandate of the people. After full 
discussion, our countrymen have spoken in 
favor of this reform, and they have confided 
the work of this accomplishment to the hands 


of those who are solemnly pledged to it. * 
* * Manifestly, if we are to aid the people 


| directly through tariff reform, one of its most 


obvious features should be a reduction in 
present tariff — upon the necessaries 
of life.” 


There followed the —5 Wilson bill, which 
n@ant “party perfidy and party dishonor.” It 
became a law without the signature of Cleveland, 
who declared that “the deadly blight of treason 


tributed the result to “the trusts and combina- 
tions—the communism of pelf—whose machina- 


} tions have prevented us from reaching the suc- 


cess we deserve.” 

In.the vernacular, Cleveland’s administration 
gave the Democratic party a black eye, a bad 
name, nationally, from which it has yet to re- 
cover. 

A great majority of the voters of this country 
testified at the polls their want of confidence in 
Democratic administration. Roughly, six million 
and a half voted confidence in Woodrow Wilson 
and his party. Eight millions more they failed 
t> convince, 

The great burden of proof rests upon the 
Democracy of 1912-13 to show that it is different 
in office from the Democracy of twenty years 
ago, and different indeed from the Republican 
administrations in the interim. .The . presump- 
tions of history must be overcome. That it is 
and that it will prove an essentially different 
Democracy we firmly believe. Wilson’s triumpu 
a’ Baltimore freed it from boss influences and 
the shackles of the “communism of pelf.” But 
it can succeed only by regarding the victory ai 
the polls as opportunity and by speeally setting 
atout the fulfillment of its one great pledge to 
destroy tariff plunder and dissever the iniquitous 
relation between government itself and privilege.

Sensible Ballots, _— Voting. 
To the Editor of the Post- -Dispatch, 

I have just read your editorial in today’s Post- 
Dispatch under the title “Archaic Ballot Law 
Features,” and in my opinion your remarks are 
most timely. I have many times observed the 
working of the blanket ballot referred to in 
your editorial, and there can be no question but 
that it is far superior to thd clumsy ribbon ballot 
ir use here. In Iowa, where I have seen the 
blanket ballot used many times, the tickets are 
printed side by side on a large blanket ballot 


different political parties ranked at the last gen- 
eral election—for instance, the Republican party 
having polled the largest vote at. the genera! 
election in any year, the Republican ticket would 
appear at the left hand side of the ballot; the 
Democratic party having polled the next largest 
vote at the general election, the Democratic ticket 
would appear next to the Republican ticket, etc. 
At the head of each ticket, on a line with the 
title of the party ticket, there Is a circle about 
three-fourths of an inch in diameter, and if the 
veter desires to vote a straight ticket he has 
but to place a check mark in this circle at the 
head of the ticket. In addition to the circle at 
the head of the ticket, there is a square opposite 
each candidate’s namé on the ticket. If a voter 
fesires to vote a scratch ballot he ignores the 
circle at the head of the tickets and chetks the 
nume of each candidate he desires to vote for in 
the square opposite ‘the candidate’s name,| and in 
the event that he desires to vote for some one 
who has not been nominated on either ticket and 
whose name, therefore, does not appear ion the 
ballot. he may write in the name of such) persor 
at the proper place on any one of the tickets and 
scratch out the name printed at the place on 
the ballot and then check the .square apposite 
that name. Under this plan a voter who desires 
to vote a scratch ballot need not write in a sin- 
wzle name unless he desires to vote for some 
person who has not been nominated on either 
ballot. For instance, if a voter desired to vote 
for the presidential electors on the Progressive 
ticket and for the candidates for state offices on 
the Republican ticket at the election just held, 
he had but to check the names of the cand'dates 
for presidential electors on the Progressive ticket 
and then pass over to the Republican ticket and 
eheck the names of the candidates for state 
offices on\the Republican ticket, the whole time 
required being not more than two or thrée min- 
utes. 

Under the present plan the voter, If he used a 
Republican ballot. had to scratch out the 18 
names of the Republican candidates for presiden- 
tial electors and write in the 18 names of the 
Progressive candidates. or, if he used a Progress- 
tve ballot. he had to scratch out the 25 names of 
the Progressive candidates for state offices and 
write in the 25 names of the Rerublican candi- 
dates. This, no doubt, accounts for the fact that 
one voter in the precinct in which I live took 
an hour and ten minutes to prenrare his ballot.

T'nder the- blanket ballot man. as used in Towa, 
the ballots are serially numbered and every bal- 
‘ot must be accounted for by the jndges and

Some of the difficulties in the way of 
philanthropic endeavors to bring worthy 
persons out of work in touch with em- 
ployers needing reliable employes ap- 
pear in the third annual report of Otto 
T. Bannard, president of the National 
Employment Exchange. This exchange 
Was organized in 199, in New York 
City, under the direction of Jacob A. 
Schiff and the Russell Sage Foundation. 
Its primary purpose was to apply to 
the problem of helping the unemployed 
the principles of philanthropy plus. busi- 
ness organization. 

Mr. Bannard testifies that although 
there are a large number of people out 
of employment many of them are in- 
competent or unreliable. In the last 
year 7608 persons were sent out to be 
interviewed by employers, but only 1444 
obtained employment. ‘“‘The expense at- 
tendant on handling the 6159 who did 
not get positions is a chief ,;cause of 
the present financial loss of the ex- 
change,’ says the report. Only a few 
more than 3000 of 13,856 persons who in 
the last three years applied for work 
obtained it. There were many reasos

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READFUL in its possibilities, 
awe-inspiring in its perform- 
ances, is a machine that is now 
working at the New York Col- 

lege of Physicians and Surgeons. For 
this apparatus records the secrets of 
the human heart! 

This is no figure of speech, but a cold, 
scientific fact. And that is what makes 
it so dreadful. The physicians finger; 
pressed upon the pulse, detects any ‘r- 
regularity of the rhythmic throb of the 
heart; the X-rays picture any abnor- 
mality, in the form. size or position of 
‘the heart; but the emotions of the 
heart have hitherto been hidden behind 
a veil as impenetrable as that which 
cut off the Holy of Holies in Solomon’s 
Temple. Now this machine is set up, 
pee that veil is ruthlessly torn aside. 
Wothing more is sacred. 

-This machine records every varia‘t'*ta 
of the pulsations of the heart with su*h 
exquisite accuracy that it gives the 
physicians not merely a diagram of the 
throbbing organ, but a sort of moving 
picture of the emotions by which it 1s 
‘swayed. Hence his diagnosis of any 
aberrations may be based not mere'y 
upon the outward, symptoms but upun 


| their psychological’ causes. 


The heart is the engine of the body. 
It is a hollow mass of powerful muscles. 
which contract and expand rythmi- 
cally. to pump the blood through 
the arteries. What we call tke heart 
beats are the successive shocks of this 
pumping process. The bloou, black with 
the refuse of the body, pours into the 
right auricle; this cuntracts and drives 
the blood into the right ventricle. This. 
again, contracts, squirting the blood 
into the lungs, where it meets the air 
and is purified by the oxygen. From 
the lungs the blood flows back to the 
heart, this time entering the left auricle. 
whence it is driven into the left ven- 
tricle. The left ventricle’s powerful 
contraction forces the blood througu the 
aorta and so throughout the smaller 
arteries that pipe it to the uttermost 
parts of the body. 4 

This rhythmic contraction and ex- 
pansion makes the blood flow in suc- 
cessive waves, which account for the 
pulse that can be felt wherever an 
artery is near enough to the surface 
to be felt—at the wrist and on the 
temples, for example. 

When anything goes wrong with the 
heart this is registered in its beating 
The beats are too rapid or too slow: 
they ere irregular in strength or in 
time; a beat is dropped, or a part of 
a beat is too intense or too feeble, ac- 
cording to what the trouble may be 
The physician can detect any of these 
irregularities and he knows in a@ gen- 
eral way what they mean. By listen- 
ing to them he can discover any or- 
ganic disease of the heart. But there 
are more delicate pulsations that he 
cannot hear. 

ROM time immemorial lovers have 
known that' their hearts beat 
faster at critical moments of their 
wooing. Sudden fright has been known 
to make the heart stand still, and ofte, 
to resume its throbbing at an excited 
speed. That the emotions have a dis- 


heart has long been known, even to 
laymen, but the intimate rclations be- 
tween brain and heart are a compara- 
tively recent discovery. 

It is now known that the heart ‘ts 
exquisitely sensitive, that its pulsa-

ment is recorded there inevitably, In- 
exorably. 

Dr. Frederick S, Lee has charge of 
the machine at the College of Ptys!- 
clans and Surgedne, and pointe out 
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Two Hearts That Beat as One.

If their hearts are 
perfectly attuned, the record will show it; if there ts discord instead 
of harmony this also will be revealed.

Yes, it is the heart 
tself which generates the current 
hat bears the telltale record to the 
nachine which registers it! 
YOUNG woman desires to know if 
a certain young man loves her for 
herself alone or is merely attracted by 
her wealth.

emotion at the touch of her soft hand. 
And the picture of his heart throbs will 
tell the negative tale.

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The String Galvanometer 
Photographs Heart Beats 


LOSE to the wall at the left is 
C a steregpticon which shoots 
a beam of light through 2 
tube to the galvanometer about 
three feet distant. In front of this 
beam whirls a five-spindled wheel 
governed by a chronometer which 
errs but a second a day. Between 
the poles of the galvanometer is 
stretched a slender thread of fused 
quartz plated with silver. This 
thread is only a thousandth of a 
millimeter in diameter, far too ten- 
uous to be seen. The thread vibrates 
in unison With the heart of the sub- 
ject, who is connected to the poles 
of the galvanometer by wires over 
which passes an electric current . 
generated by the heart itself. 
Three feet farther away is the 
camera with a moving plateholder, 
which carries a sensitized photo- 
graphic plate. The movement of 
this is regulated by a big flywheel 
(seen at the extreme right.) The 
beam of light focussed on the 
thread in the galvanometer, passes 
to the photographic plate, being in- 
tercepted by the five spindles of the 
wheel, which turns once a second, 
thus marking the pictufe off in 
exact fifths of a second. The vi- 
brations of the thread are enor- 
mously magnified on the plate by 
a lens and produce a series of 
waved or zig-zag lines. These re- 
cord not merely the beats of the 
heart, but of the successive waves 
of emotion that vary the form of 
these beats. The sensitized plate 
is shielded by a wooden hood which 
permits no light to strike it except 
the slender ray that is doing the 
work. The plate moves slowly 
across the field, its speed regulated 
by the flywheel. All these move- 
ments are produced by an electric 
motor.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 15.—Gov. 
Thomas R. Marshall, Vice-President- 
elect, is in favor of having a special 
session of Congress soon after the in- 
&uguration in March. He will not com- 
mit himself to a public statement to that 
effect for the reason that he does not 
feel that it is up to him to say what 
shall be done on important policies of 
the coming administration. If his ad- 
vice is sought, however, he will state 
frankly that he believes a special ses- 
sion is the best and fairest card the 
Democratic administration can play in 
attempting to redeem promptly the 
party's pledges. 

Discussing the situation with intimate 
friends the Governor has indicated he 
believes a special session should be 
called. He does not feel, however. that 
there should be a long drawn-out ses- 
sion for the purpose of introducing and 
considering all kinds of legislation. If 
he could have his say there would be a 
short special session at which the tariff 
bills put through by the Democrats this 
year and vetoed by President Taft could 
be passed about as they were when 
Congress put them up to the President. 
After going that far he believes that 
the special session should adjourn and 
leave other features of the legislative 
program to the regular session. 

The Governor believes that the bills 
that were vetoed by the President would 
afford the people'a measure of relief 
that would be felt and would indicate 
that the Democrats mean to keep their 
promises. He feels that the people are 
looking to the Democrats for relief from 
the high protective tariff dues and that 
the quicker the Democrats show their 
good faith by reducing the tariff the bet- 
ter the people will feel towards them. 

Senator B. F. Shiveley said today that 
he does not like the thought of going 
through another special session, but that 
he believes that immediate relief should 
ve afforded the people. Under the cir- 
cumstances he declares that a special 
session ought to be called. 

All of the Indiana members of Con- 
gress except Representative Barnhart 
are said to favor an extra session. 





AMUNDSON OUTLINES 
EXPEDITION OF 1914 


Pxpects to Spend 4 or 5 Years in 

Artic Engaged in Scientific 

Observations. 

LONDON, Nov. 15.—Captain Roald 
Amundson, who reached London last 
night on a lecturing tour, gives the 
following outline of his proposed Arc.- 
tic exploration in 1914: 

“We shall start from San Francisco 
in June and hope to get into the ice 
at Behring Strait in September. Then 
we shall drift perhaps four, maybe 
five years, it depends very much on 
how far we get into the ice the first 
year, and we shall emerge when the 
time comes between Spitzbergen and 
Greenland. 

“There is an immense lot of work 
to be done in those latitudes, purely 
scientific, in sounding, dredging and 
taking meteorological observations. 

“Il do not propose to take an aero- 
plane with me, and, although I have 
heen offeréd the gift of wireless in- 
stallation for. the Fram, that also I 
Yave declined. I don’t care for it. 
, it is\very much better to be without 
news when you eannot be where news 
comes from. We are always more 
contented if we get no news. ‘A good 
book we like; that is our best amuse- 
ment and our best time killer.”
